HE thermometer registered below 
zero and the cab driver was weary 
from taking home the last of the 
New Year’s celebrants as we sleep- 
ily drove along the dark, icy streets of 
Fort Wayne to the interurban station. 
The station was Fort Wayne’s one bright 
spot at 4:30 A. M. — ablaze with electric 
lights but desolate of people. Alongside, 
a huge dark bulk, was Number 376, one 
of the few railway post office cars still 
in use on a trolley line. In the darkness 
it might have been thought the ghost of 
the thousands of miles of such railways 
once a commonplace. 
The crew were across 
the street fortifying 
themselves with the 
ample output of 
what must have been 
the only restaurant 
open at that hour in 
the city named for 
the irascible old gen- 
eral. It seemed a 
good idea to follow " 
suit — so we did! 

The timetable said 
Train 301 left at 
5:20, but apparently 
the fellow who wrote 
it loved round fig- 
ures, for the run 
actually starts at 5:18 and we got aboard 
with a few seconds to spare. A big pile 
of mail sacks had meanwhile been loaded 
into the post office compartment. 
Promptly at 5:18 the bell cord jingled 
twice, huge wheels slipped and screeched 
on frozen switches and off down the 
street rolled the “Fort Wayne & New- 
castle R. P. O.” Though there is a letter 
drop on each side of the car, it was 
pretty certain that bitterly cold morn- 
ing that no one would be out to mail a 
letter! 

In the passenger compartment which 
we shared with the sole other passenger, 
Conductor Bowman fussed with the 
stove. He wasn’t taking any chances, for 
yesterday’s cold snap had frozen the 
heating system and another car had to 
be sent out to replace the frozen one. 
Sunday, Dec. 31, had been the first very 
cold day of the winter and trolley wires 
had snapped frequently. The conductor, 
thinking of this, hoped for the best, par- 
ticularly that all wires that were going to 
snap this winter had done so the day 
before. The R. P. O. run is on a tight 
schedule that doesn’t provide for half- 
hour delays while a freezing crew tie a 
broken wire out of harm's way.

Number 376 is one of three identical | 
cars of the Indiana Railroad. They were 
built at St. Louis, Mo. by the St. Louis 
Car Co in 1926 — when building street 
cars was still a big industry. In 1935 
the traction company got contracts for 
k. P. O. service from Peru to Indian- 
apolis and Fort Wayne to Newcastle as 
competing steam roads had given up. At 
the Anderson shops the cars were rebuilt 
with a standard 15 foot postal compart- 
ment replacing the baggage room and 
service was started on Sept. 2 on the Peru 
run and Sept. 15 on the Fort Wayne run. 
The Peru run was’ ended with abandon- 
ment of the line to there on Sept. 10, 
1938. The cars are 611% feet long, 12’ 7” 
high from rail to roof, 8’ 9” wide and 
weigh 101,000 pounds. They are the only 
cars operated in Indiana with two-man 
crews. In addition to the postal com- 
partment there is a small compartment 
forward for the motorman, separated by 
a locked door from the post office; and 
a 30 foot passenger compartment. The 
postal compartment has the usual sorting 
racks as found in steam railway offices, 
and most important to stamp collectors 
a hand combination postmark and .can- 





R. P. O. is separated by a bulkhead from 
the passenger compartment and contains 
no door — unless you consider as a door 
the two-foot square hole next to the 
floor which resembles nothing so much 
as the entrance to a dog-house. If any- 


/one wants to get from one compartment 


to the other, through this hole they must 
crawl. Presumably the theory is that no 
respectable bandit would stoop to such 
depths to rob the mails! 

Just north of 
Bluffton was the first 
meet of the run, 
where at abandoned 
Powers car shops we 
pulled into a siding 
to let the north- 
bound regularcar 
pass. The sun was 
just up and though 
it did its best, the 
thermometer still re- 
fused to budge above 
zero. Near one small 
town we came to a 
sudden, unscheduled 
stop — were we be- 
ing held up? — had 
some motorist not 
beaten us to a grade crossing? Nothing 
so dramatic: the air horn had frozen to 
a faint squeak! Next stop was at a 
steam railroad crossing where the horn 
got well warmed, tooting long for a 
sleepy towerman to give us a green sig- 
nal to cross. 

Through Bluffton, rattling and banging 
down its main street; Hartford City; and 
then Muncie whose synonym seems to 
be “Ball Bros.” Though the Indiana 
“prairie” stretches as far as one can see 
and as flat as a postage stamp, whoever 
laid out the town was an economical 
fellow with real estate for we rumbled 
through one-way streets which left little 
rcom for motorists. 

From Muncie to Newcastle, the last 
19 miles, the postal clerk had little to do, 
and with remarkable ease (probably due 
to long practice) he was through that 
“dog-house door” to compare notes with 
the conductor. An R. P. C.’s costume it 
might be mentioned is impressive in its 
way.

and he kept his promise for they came’ 


through in fine shape. 

Hills are scarce in most of Indiana and 
coming into Newcastle at 8 A. M. we 
coasted down the long gentle grade which 
constitutes the chief exception to the 
flatness of the rest of the route. We 
turned at the courthouse on a wye and 
slowly ambled to the small station where 
the mail bags were tossed into a waiting 
truck. Usually the crew then run the 
car out of town to a siding and park 
there until midafternoon when they re- 
turr. to town to make the 4 P. M. return 
trip to Fort Wayne. The idle hours are 
spent in sleeping and reading. This day, 
however, they had to fill in for the 
regular car and make a round trip to 
Muncie, so their daily “vacation” was 
cut short. So, gentle reader if you hap- 
pen some day to be driving north from 
Newcastle, (and we hope it’s warmer, 
much warmer, when you do) and spy 
a big orange car sitting beside a small 
park, you could probably create quite a 
stir within by going over and slipping 
a cover down the mail chute. Since very 
few letters slide down that chute, such 
a stunt would no doubt give three sleepy 
men insomnia the rest of the day! 





Arthur H. Anthony 


Arthur H. (“Marc”) Anthony, popular 
Massillon, Ohio collector, died Feb. 29 at 
St. Petersburg, Fla., as a result of an 
emergency appendicitis operation there.

The stamps are bordered by orna- 
mental frames, within which the central 
subjects appear in circular frames, in 
the upper half of which on a light ground 
is the wording “United States Postage” 
in dark gothic lettering. The lower half 
of these frames is of ornamental design, 
over the center of which is superimposed 
a solid shield-shaped panel with dark 
ground supported by acanthus leaves on 
the sides, enclosing a reproduction of the 
“Lamp of Knowledge,” the symbol for 
this group of stamps. 

At the right and left of this panel is 
the denomination designation “lc” in 
white lettering. In a white ribbon panel 
with folded ends at the lower edge of 
the stamps is shown the name of the 
subject in dark gothic. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day can- 
celations of the new stamps on the above 
dates may send a limited number of ad- 
dressed covers, not in excess of 10 in 
tach case, to the postmaster at the re- 
spective offices, with a cash or postal 
Money-order remittance to cover only 
the cost of the stamps required for affix- 
ing. Postage stamps will positively not be 
accepted in payment. In order to obtain 
the official cancelation reading: “First 
Day of Issue,” it will be necessary to 
have covers stamped at the first-class 
tate. For example, this will require the 
we of not less than three 1-cent or two 
dcent stamps. Each cover must be ad- 
dressed and should bear a pencil endorse- 
ment in the upper right corner to show 
the number of stamps to be attached 
thereto. It is also necessary to allow suffi- 
Gent space to affix the stamps and the 
Postmark. Envelopes should not be 
smaller — 3 by 6 inches. The use of 

¢ and irregularly shaped envelopes 
should be avoided. All cover pt 
should either be sealed or sent with the 
Ps turned it. Better cancelations will 








be provided if the envelopes contain 
medium-weight enclosures. 

Requests for uncanceled stamps must 
not be included with orders for first-day 
covers to the postmasters at the above 
offices. 

For the benefit of collectors desiring 
stamps of selected quality for philatelic 
use, the new stamps will be placed on 
sale at the Philatelic Agency on the day 
following the date of release. To insure 
prompt shipment, mail orders to the 
Agency must exclude other varieties of 
stamps. 

Postmasters at direct and _ central- 
accounting post offices will receive a sup- 
ply of each denomination stamp in this 
group on order prepared in the Depart- 
ment. Therefore, postmasters at these 
offices will not submit requisitions for 
any of these stamps unless the initial

@ The surcharge “TF” in small letters 
on stamps of the Orange Free State indi- 
cates the stamp was for telegraph serv- 
ice only. During the Boer War certain 
of these stamps were provisionally used 
for postage.

Editor’s Notebook 


THE CONTEST Next week we expect 
to print the first entry 

in the Philatelic Research Laboratories 
Contest. William E. Rosenblohm of 
Mountain View, N. J., submits a study 
of the commonest of the Confederate is- 
sues, long of interest to philatelic stu- 
dents; a stamp found in most collections 
because even today it still costs but little 
over its original value. So this article 
should be of interest to all collectors, as 
it deals with the one easily obtainable 
stamp of a government long disappeared. 
We await with interest other entries. 
There are many U. S. issues prior to 1880 
about which little is known; some of 
which nothing definite is known. Such 
data did at one time exist, some of it in 
the memories of collectors or dealers who 
failed to put those facts on record before 
they died. We hope the contest will spur 
those who are yet among us to make 
their knowledge available; and at the 
same time spur the student of philately 
to search for the lost information. It is 
odd that though there are probably more 
collectors of U. S. stamps than any other 
one country, less is known in proportion

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about our early issues than those of other 
countries. Many things account for this, 
things that are part of the history of our 
nation.

On Feb. 16th Haverhill paid splendid 
sibute to its favorite son, John Green- 
yaf Whittier. The Gazette, local news- 
saper, devoted most of the front page to 
the affair; and headlines read, “More 
than 100,000 Whittier Stamps Sold!” 
finnish war news took second place for 
the day. 

Ceremonies started at 9 A. M. in the 
office of Postmaster Raymond V. Mc- 
Namara where the first sheet of stamps 
was delivered to Miss Elizabeth Whittier 
Pickard of Quincy, great grand-niece of 
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the poet, who autographed covers 
throughout the day. Miss Pickard, who 
by the way, wasn’t a bit hard to look at, 
if you know what I mean, wore an aqua 
blue dress, with a white corsage and 
topped off with a cute “is it a hat” af- 
fair. Other relatives of the poet were 
present and each received a sheet of 
stamps from Postmaster McNamara. A 
sheet was also presented to the Haver- 
hill Historical Society. 

Three windows were devoted to the 
sale of stamps and an eager crowd waited 
at each window for the opening sale. The 
sale of stamps was steady and a second 
surge resulted when the newspapers 
reached the streets about 1 o’clock. The 
populace showed great interest in the 
event and were buying up stamps and 
covers. An elderly lady asked the writer 
of this article as to the advisability of 
buying a quantity of covers as an in- 
vestment. Close to 2,000 persons vis- 
ited the post office during the day. 

The largest amount of stamps sold to 
one person was 33,000. Mr. Miller, Wash- 
ington man, supervised the cancelling. 
Approximately 30 clerks, men and wom- 
en, were required by the P. O. to handle 
the work. Postmaster McNamara set 
aside a room for servicers of covers and 
we worked in peace and quiet with 
plenty of elbow room.

The 
reason for the difficulty in settling defi- 
nitely upon colors for these stamps is 
not apparent. Possibly Trans-Jordania’s 
postal authorities don’t like to let colors 
get too monotonous.

An unusual use of a meter is indicated 
by one submitted on a portion of a cover 
by A. L. Giannaula, Newark, N. J., deal- 
er. The envelope apparently had origin- 
ally printed on it the permit indicia for 
mailing without stamps under Section 
562 of the Postal Laws. The mailer, 
however, seems to have preferred to 
pay the postage by meter, and apparently 
tan them through his meter machine as 
over (or under) the black permit print- 
ing is the blue meter.

Canada Will Sell Stamps 
Perforated "O. H. M. S." 





Recently for official use by the Treas- 
ury Board, not the Post Office Depart- 
ment, Canada prepared various current 
stamps perforated “O. H. M. S.” which 
stands for “On His Majesty’s Service.” 
These stamps, not supposed to reach pri- 
vate hands unused, have appeared in 
that form and the KenMore Stamp Co. 
receiving inquiries for the stamps from 
their customers inquired of the Post Of- 
fice Department at Ottawa if they would 
not commence selling the stamps, so that 
all might have an opportunity to obtain 
them. The Financial Branch does not 
want to issue such stamps, but have con- 
sented to supply not over 10 copies of 
any one stamp, at face value plus return 
postage, to any collector or dealer apply- 
ing. Purchasers must assure the P. O. 
Dept., in a letter attached to their order, 
that they will not attempt to use any of 
the stamps for postage. If the privilege 
of obtaining the stamps is abused, it may 
be withdrawn. 

The stamps available with perforated 
initials are: King George VI Ic, 2c, 3c, 
4c, 5c and 8c; 1938 Pictorials, 10c, 13c, 
20c, 50c and $1.00; 1939 10c Special 
Delivery; 5c 1928 Airmail and 6c 1938 
Airmail. These will not be listed in the 
Scott Catalogue, which omits all official 
stamps which are so indicated only by 
perforated initials or other perforated de- 
vices.

@ The 50th anniversary of the founding 
of the University of Asuncion was cele- 
brated by an assembly of students, fac- 
ulty and alumni in the University audi- 
torium on Sept. 25, 1939. A minister of 
the Paraguayan cabinet addressed the 
assembly and in connection the postal 
service issued the locally printed set of 
commemoratives. 
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It has been requested by many legiti- 
mate New York dealers that certain facts 
which have arisen during the past few 
years be brought to light. It concerns 
particularly the European wholesalers 
who have established business and resi- 
dence here in New York. It seems after 
viewing the stamp market they set out 
to squeeze the market for all they can 
possibly get by cooperating with each 
other and maintaining high prices; they 
also bought out entire issues and held 
them for speculation which they later 
dumped at enormous prices. 





New York dealers are now aware of 
this fact and are doing all they can to 
curb these foreigners and lower the price 
of all issues to their correct level. In 
order to do so, these legitimate dealers 
purchased their supplies direct from the 
source instead of these wholesalers and 
have learned that they can give their 
customers the same buys for less money. 





Another incident came to light this 
week when a New York satcheleer, (one 
who carries his office under his arm), 
made known his intention to purchase a 
few thousand dollars worth of stamps at 
a recent New York Auction before the 
sale. He asked the Auction firm if they 
would give him time to pay his bill, 
when asked for reference he gave the 
above European wholesalers. Suffice it 
to say his request was turned down. 





The Balisea Exhibit which just con- 
cluded this week proved to be the most 
successful in its history. The Lagerloef 
Trophy for the best display by a resident 
of Brooklyn and Long Island was won 
by Lieut. Col. A. M. Wilson, U.S.A. re- 
tired. The winning collection consisted 
of Spanish Philippine stamps. Dealers 
who had booths at the exposition re- 
ported a brisk business.

Last week was a blue week in New 
York; not a single new issue was re- 
ceived. In addition to this, the older 
stamps which have been on order also 
refrained from making their appearance. 





It seems that the beautiful New Zeal- 
and Centennial set mentioned in a pre- 
vious column was too good to be true. 
Dealers have received notice that one 
value has been withdrawn and another 
value substituted. In addition this set 
is known to have been overprinted for 
official use. Cable advices tend to show 
that the overprint may be a 20th Cen- 
tury rarity. 





The new Philippine set picturing Que- 
zon taking his oath of office has made 
its New York appearance and disappear- 
ance. This set, the last of the trium- 
virate, proved as popular as the others. 
Cables for additional supplies have been 
sent to Manila. 


Trans-Atlantic Clipper Change 





Effective March 15 Pan-American Air- 
ways will omit Bermuda on its trans-At- 
lantic airmail route. Hereafter, the first 
stop will be made at Horta, Azores, with 
terminus at Lisbon, Portugal. The change 
is officially stated as due to better weath- 
er reporting and mechanical advances, 
the Bermuda stop being no longer nec- 
essary. Newspapers however reported 
that on January 18 British officials re- 
moved by means of marines with bayo- 
nets fixed, the mails on an eastbound 
clipper, after the captain had refused to 
voluntarily surrender the mail. 

The British denied force had been used, 
but strong debate in congress and de- 
mands that mails not be censored by 
anyone, are believed to have led to the 
omission of Bermuda. Britain claimed 
the right to examine all mails entering its 
territory and as the clipper carried much 
mail for Germany, insisted on examining 
mail carried. Mails to Germany by air- 
mail will, after March 15, be routed 
without censorship as they pass through 
neutral Portugal, Spain and Italy. Ber- 
muda will continue to have air service 
from the United States. Mails sent by 
steamer to Europe must pass allied cen- 
sors and at Gibraltar passing ships must 
hand over all mail bags.

® The first sheet sold of the 1c Wash- 
ington Irving went to the President of 
the Tarrytown Historical Society and 
will be preserved in their museum. 
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
